Paul  had  an  lutes**!,  we  find,  In  whatever 
men  were  Interested,  sod  through  things  In¬ 
teresting  to  weu  be  strove  to  Instruct  them 
things  uninteresting.  If  be  passed  by  a  heathen 
temple  his  method  was  not  to  Sod  fault  with 
their  mode  of  Worship  bnt  to  show  f|ir  superior¬ 
ity  of  the  true  Worship.  In  A I  bens  ire  Sud  him 
greatly  interested  In  the  altars  and  through 
one  of  these  erected  to  “Tbo  nhknowi 
God**  be  points  them  to  the  true  God — whom 
as  he  declared  they  ignorantly  worshipped. 
The  question  whether  I  do  or  do  not  bcllsre  In 
such  coo' eats  of  strength,  is  ot  but  Utile  Ioj- 
]>ortauce.  As  lu  the  days  of  the  apoetie  such 
contests  were  comtuou  and  we  do  not  lud  him 
wasting  his  strength  in  trying  to  do  sway  with 
them,  so  we  desire  to-hlght  to  follow  in  the 
footsteps  of  the  great  Apostle  of  the  Gentiles 
— who  was  not  afraid  to  draw  illustrations  for 
the  toforeemeut  of  truth  from  the  arena  and 
the  race-course. 

The  Christian's  life  b«e  been  compared  to  a 
race.  “So  run,”  says  the  Apostle,  “that  ye 
may  obtain.'’  It  is  not  of  him  that  wBleth, 
but  of  him  that  runneth.  And  we  are  com¬ 
manded  to  fear  ‘Meat  a  promise  being  made  of 
entering,  any  of  you  should  seem  to  come 
short.’’  In  the  Olympic  races  the  ground,  or 
course,  was  marked  out  with  great  care. 
Authorised  Judges  were  appointed  to  award 
the  prlxce,  which  were  only  a  crown  of  oak 
laurel  orpine  leaves.  To  enter  the  srena 
and  to  be  successful  required  certain 
elements  of  character.  First  among  these  ia 
Cbsways.  This  element  enables  the  Possessor 
to  meet  danger  and  difficulty  with  firmness  and 
without  fear.  One  of  the  reasons  why  many 
are  outside  the  pale  of  the  Church  to-day  is 
the  lack  of  courage. 

Another  element  is  Hdf-4—lol.  Paul  under¬ 
stood  this  and  makes  It  known  in  Ills  declara¬ 
tion  :  "Every  man  that  strireth  for  the  mas¬ 
tery  la  temperate  in  all  things”  The  athlete 
sacrifices  comfort,  health,  happiness,  sud  some¬ 
times  life,  to  gain  the  prise.  The  Christian 
athlete  is  called  upon  to  sacrifice  only  that 
which  is  temporal,  valueless  aud  injurious — 
to  secure  an  unfading  crown. 

Little,  If 
anything,  can  be  accomplished  wltMbtjt  this. 
The  merchant,  the  mechanic^  the  prhfe*>i«aal 
rasa,  Indeed  all.  Must  bare  ffi  The  fblUiclana 
understand  this  and,  with  Lncir  beffirf  m  its 
power,  they  act  consistently.  Enthusiasm  in 
religion  in  the  bight  of  reality  J  indeed,  It  is  the 
only  good  sense.  “I  believe  ia  religion,”  says 
a  man,  “but  then,  I  believe  there  is  modera¬ 
tion  in  all  things'*  No  ;  there  la  not—  not  much 
in  your  anger,  not  much  in  your  eating  or 
drinking,  not  much  when  von  are  after  money, 
lions. except  In  yoar  conscience. that  Is  very  mod¬ 
erate  !  Oh,  what  fools  we  Christians  are.ofteo! 
We  take  commofi  sense  with  us  into  bus  io  ess, 
into  pleasure, Into  almost  everything  ;  but  when 
we  come  to  religion  we  cast  common  sense 
behind  our  backs  Enthusiasm  1—  we  must  have 
it  in  God's  work.  We  find  Uia  the  world. 
Man  are  desperately  ia  earnest  In  business 
circles.  Hell  Is  in  earnest.  Why  should  Cbrie- 
ttsns  But  be f  Wo  talk  about  ioSdeUta  and 
rationalism,  that  are  spreading  so  tepidly  over 
our  land.  I  mn  far  more  afraid  of  dead  format- 
lam  and  iodifferenfism.  Paul  was  an  enthusiast; 
Luther  was  an  enthusiast;  Wesley  was  an 
enthusiast,  and  so  have  all  vuccoaafui  workers 
been. 

The  Incentives  to  rua  Well  were  of  the  strong¬ 
est  kind.  They  wete  looked  at  by  a  great 
company  of  people,  by  friends  and  foes.  So  In 
the  race  far  life  a  eland  of  witnesses  are  looking 
down  upon  us.  ‘ ‘Wherefore, "  says  the  Apostle, 
“seeing  we  also  are  compassed  about  with  so 
great  a  stood  of  witnesses,  let  ue  lay  aside 
every  weight  sad  tbo  sin  which  doth  so  easily 
beset  ns  sad  rua  with  patience  the  race  eel  be¬ 
fore  ns.”  Paul  bad  in  his  eye  the  Roman 
Amphitheater,  with  Its  fourteen  galleries  and 
85,000  spectators !  Bnt  what  are  these  com¬ 
pared  with  the  company  looking  down  upon 
us.  There  Is  the  gallery  of  the  readers  of  the 
New  York  Tribune,  HtrolA,  Itos,  World,  Ban. 
Let  a  Christian  man  stumble  sad  fall  and,  in 
leas  than  twenty-four  hours,  every  man  in  all 
these  galleries  wUl  see  him,  and  either  pity  or
